Especially the gov¬ 
ernment and people of Czecho- 
slovakio, who meekly accept the 
humiliation; who have yet to hear 
more from the bully among the 
nations. 

We believe the world must yet 
reckon with the lunatic of Berlin, 
and it will be a worse problem 
when he has grown stronger. 

Great credit Is due Mr. Roose¬ 
velt for his assistance in averting 
the world crisis. All Americans 
regardless of beliefs and opinions 
commend his wise and courage¬ 
ous stand on the side of arbi¬ 
tration and negotiation of nation¬ 
al differences. And, regardless of 
party affiliation, all Americans 
are with him when he places the 
full weight of public opinion on 
the side of peace, and at the 
same time disclaims any respon¬ 
sibility for European quarrels. 

And then—who knows?— per¬ 
haps the God of Nations took a 
hand at quelling the the turbu¬ 
lence of the world. Perhaps He 
heard and answered the prayers 
of His faithful throughout the 
world. He has said—"My Peace 
I Give Unto You.” We have only 
to accept it. Let ws thank Ood!

THE POCKETBOOK 
0/ KNOWLEDGE ^ 
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P ERHAPS not in a century 
has war been so imminent 
or so narrowly averted. The 
sigh of relief at the signing of 
the Four Power Pact was heard 
around the world. All the civi¬ 
lized world sympathizes with the 
government and people of Czecho¬ 
slovakia, while at the same time 
all the world feels that "mil¬ 
lions of slain” is too big a price 
to pay for her independence. 

There is also a widespread 
feeling that France and England 
fell down on the job and lost 
heavily in prestige—that if they 
had stood firm from the begin¬ 
ning of the controversy that Hit¬ 
ler would have backed down; that 
he wouldn't have dared to fight 
and his bluff should have been 
called. 

Be that as it may, we have 
peace for a while. And some 
think peace desirable regardless 
of the price. That, of course, is 
debatable. No peace arrange¬ 
ment can be secure, when it is 
dependent on the whim of a mad¬ 
man. And who can say that Hit¬ 
ler’s ambition has been satis¬ 
fied. He cannot possibly maintain 
a status quo in German affairs. 
He must go on or be eclipsed. 
And no one knows that better 
than himself. 

He and his followers are de¬ 
termined to avenge the world 
war. His program is to augment 
his strength by annexing terri- 
; tories and peoples until he domi- 
natees middle Europe. And when 
he has accumulated sufficient 
strength—to smash France.
